MBA  Still  Going  Strong  After  a Century  of  Competition

As  most  everyone  knows 
by  now,  this  year  is  very  spe- 
cial on  the  campus  of  Mont- 
gomery Bell  Academy.  The  Big 
Red  is  celebrating  100  years  of 
football  this  season.  Festivities 
to  celebrate  this  centennial 
anniversary  included  a reunion 
luncheon  for  all  former  MBA 
football  players  as  well  as  a 
dedication  prior  to  the  MUS 
game  of  a new  brick 
entranceway  to  Tommy  Owen 
Stadium.  The  wall  includes 
tributes  to  two  former  MBA 
football  coaches,  Howard 
Allen  and  Tommy  Owen,  and  a 
brief  history  of  the  Big  Red 
football  over  the  years.  Also, 
to  celebrate  this  special  year, 
commemorative  patches  are 
worn  on  the  jerseys  of  the 
players  on  the  1998  Big  Red 


football  team. 

Football  has  been  a 
strong  part  of  MBA  ever  since 
its  establishment.  “Every  boy 


plays  football  at  M.B.A.”  says 
a yearbook  from  1943.  With 
three  teams,  the  book  brags, 

“it  is  possible  for  any  boy  to 
play  with  boys  of  his  own  age 
and  size.  Each  team  has  its 
separate  coach  and  schedule 
and  competes  only  in  it  respec- 
tive class...  the  football  area 
was  lighted  with  modern 

equipment  for 
night  games. 
These  new 
features  resulted 
in  greatly  in- 
creased comfort 
and  pleasure  on 
the  part  of  those 
interested  in  the 
team.”  It’s  easy 
to  see  just  how 
far  this  vital  part 
of  MBA  has  come.  Even  the 
colors,  maroon  and  white, 
have  been  replaced  with  cardi- 
nal and  silver.  We  were  not 
“Big  Red,”  but  the  “Maroons.” 

Over  the  years,  the  MBA 


football 
program 
has 

endured 
many 
changes. 
MBA  has 
seen 
many 
different 
coaches, 
including 
the 

legendary  Tommy  Owen,  who 
led  the  Big  Red  to  two  hundred 
and  fifty  victories  during  his 
tenure.  The 
team’s 
roster  has 
grown  from 
fourteen  or 
fifteen 
players  in 
1899  to 
seventy 
players 
some 

ninety-nine 
years  later. 

More 
recently, 
the  Big  Red  football  team  has 
dealt  with  a division  change. 
Nonetheless,  there  has  been 
one  constant  in  the  one  hun- 
dred years  of  football:  the 
quest  for  a state  championship. 
MBA  has  not  won  a state 
championship  since  1968,  and 
this  year’s  team  is  hungry  to 
regain  the  title  of  state  champs 


after  finishing  second  in  the 
state  last  year. 

During  the  preseason  of 
1944,  no  one  expected  MBA  to 
be  a contender  in  the  title  race. 
But  MBA  coach  Howard 
Allen’s  fantastic  coaching, 
along  with  the  determination, 
guts,  and  plain  virility  of  our 
players  proved  triumphant,  and 
we  finished  the  season  with  a 

7 win,  1 loss  record,  giving 
MBA  the  place  it  deserved.  We 
ranked  third  in  the  state  for 
1944,  but  they  could  well  have 

been  in  first 
place,  had  it  not 
been  for  a final 
game  loss 
against  the  East 
Eagles.  One 
student,  A1 
Whitson,  be- 
came 

Nashville’s  most 
valuable  player 
for  that  year. 

In  1957, 
coach  Tommy 
Owen  lead  39 
MBA  players  to 

8 consecutive  victories.  The

barren,  save  for  a few  thick  lines 
of  cement  running  across  the  top. 

After  the  science  and 
Massey  buildings  are  constructed, 
the  school  plans  to  tear  down  the 
Carter  building  and  erect  a new 
one.  Faculty  who  have  taught  in 
Carter  for  nearly  all  of  their  MBA 
careers  will  surely  mourn  the  loss 
of  the  histone  learning  center  they 
have  deeply  become  apart  of  over 


the  years.  But  few  would  argue 
that  the  building  is  too  ancient  for 
MBA’s  modem  environment, 
especially  relative  to  the  other 
buildings.  The  main  level  will  be 
a lounge  and  the  top  and  under- 
ground levels  floor  will  contain 
classrooms. 

The  new  entrance  from 
Cherokee  has  no  specified 
completion  date.  Its  construction

On  the  first  day  of  school 
this  year,  l expected  the  same 
solid,  stable,  brick  and  grass 
campus  1 was  used  to.  1 did  not 
expect  the  new  dirt  and  rock 
layout,  which  seemed  to  grow  out 

of  the  freshly  mowed  hill. 

Over  the  summer,  the  \. 
construction  crews  took  over  the 
campus.  Hordes  of  men  and 
machinery  quickly  set  camp. 

School  was  opened  to  the  sounds 
of  bulldozers,  dump  trucks, 
drilling,  and  dynamite.  More  than 
anyone  could  have  expected  was 
accomplished  over  the  summer. 

The  new  science  building  (no  one 
is  quite  sure  what  it  will  be 
named)  and  the  addition  to  the 
Massey  building  are  slated  to  be 
fully  operational  before  the  start 
of  the  1999-2000  school  year.  Mr. 
Gioia  assures  me  that  the  con- 
struction is  running  on  schedule, 
absent  any  significant  weather 
problems.  The  35,000  square  foot 
science  building  promises  to  keep 
MBA  on  the  cutting  edge  of  the 
science  and  technology  world, 
along  with  hooking  up  the  whole 
campus  to  the  Internet,  from 
Carter  to  Davis  and  even  to  the 
debate  building.  The  science 
building  will  contain  10  new 
classrooms  on  three  floors,  a large 
assembly  area  that  can  hold 
between  150  and  200  people,  and 
an  outdoor  amphitheater  tor 


zlopment 
holding  classes  on  those  temper- 
ate fall  and  spring  days. 

The  newly  constructed 
entrance  to  the  football  stadium 
adds  some  football  history  to  the 
structures  on  the  campus.

The 
brick  entrance  is  not  quite  at- 
tached to  the  Wallace  and  Davis 
buildings,  however,  it  seems  as 
though  it  should.  When  viewed 
from  the  Quad,  one  can  see  three 
large,  black  plaques,  commemo- 
rating football  coaches  Howard 
Allen  and  Tommy  Owen  and  100 
years  of  football  at  MBA.  The 
other  side  of  the  entrance  is

When  everything  is  done, 
we  should  be  able  to  appreciate 
why  the  current  state  of  the 
campus  is  what  it  is.

MBA  Cross  Country  Looks  to  Continue  Its  Success

The  MBA  cross-country 
season  began  this  year  with 
weekly  practices  at  Percy  Warner 
Park.  Running  the  horse  trails, 
getting  lost,  and  walking  quite  a 
bit,  the  team  members  finally 
began  true  practice  on  the  second 
of  August.  With  David  Dean  and 
William  Lea  leading  the  pack, 
both  the  mileage  and  speed 
increased. 

Probably  the  most  exciting 
day  of  preseason  practice  oc- 
curred when  the  entire  team, 
while  running  the  Boulevard,  was 
stopped  by  the  same  Belle  Meade 
cop  for  not  running  in  single  file. 

The  team  has  a new 
assistant  coach,  Jason  Callen, 
better  known  to  the  team  as  “The 
General”  and  fresh  out  of  Wash- 
ington and  Lee.

confident  they  will  repeat. 

Unfortunately,  the  public 
schools  have  decided  that  the 
MBA  team  has  beaten  them  too 
many  times,  so  they  have  sepa- 
rated from  the  private  schools. 
This  year,  the  competition  will 
consist  of  a much  smaller  crowd, 
but  it  looks  to  be  just  as  challeng- 
ing. 

The  team  has  also  ex- 
pressed a great  desire  to  have 
more  support  at  their  meets. 

While  a crowd  as  large  as  the  ones 
who  attend  the  football  game  may 
be  slightly  unattainable  and 
unrealistic,  they  want  and  need 
more  support  at  their  meets  than 
just  the  parents  of  runners. 

The  team  opens  with  its 
first  meet  September  8 at  the 
Drake  Invitational  (with  the 
results  coming  in  too  late  for  this 
edition  of  the  Bell  Ringer ),  and 
there  are  many  other  important 
meets,  which  you  will  hear  about 
in  the  daily  announcements,  to 
follow.

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Since  August  10th,  actors 
from  MBA  and  Harpeth  Hall  have 
been  working  long  days  on  campus 
in  preparation  for  their  first  col- 
laborative theatrical  event:  Guys 
and  Dolls , with  music  and  lyrics 
by  Frank  Loesser  and  book  by  Jo 
Swcrling  and  Abe  Burrows.

Those  readers  who  are  famil- 
iar with  the  play  may  know  it  best 
from  the  1 964  movie  starring 
Marlon  Brando  and  Frank  Sinatra 
(since  Sinatra’s  death  in  May,  this 
movie  has  frequently  appeared  on 
cable.)  The  movie  still  proves 
entertaining  even  though  Brando 
can’t  really  sing,  and  Sinatra 
misses  most  of  the  humor  of  his 
character.  Perhaps  the  movie 
succeeds  because  it  otherwise 


sticks  very  close  to  the  play,  and 
the  story  and  music  are  just  so 
fun. 

The  play  introduces  the 
audience  to  a colorful  array  of 
gamblers,  showgirls,  and  Salva- 
tion Army  officers  in  New  York 
in  the  late  ’40’s.  The  characters 
are  based  on  those  found  in 
Damon  Runyon’s  short  stories. 
Everyone  is  trying  to  raise  money 
one  way  or  another,  and  most  of 
them  are  involved  in  some  kind 
of  scam.  Sky  Mastcrson  (Brando) 
is  a slick  gambler  who  believes 
“all  dolls  are  the  same”  and 
advocates  having  them  around 
only  because  “they  come  in 
handy  like  cough  drops.”  When 
he  claims  that  there’s  always  “a 
large  assortment”  of  women 
available  and  then  brags  that  he 
could  get  a date  with  any  of 
them,  his  buddy  Nathan  (Sinatra) 
decides  to  take  Sky’s  chauvinism 


to  the  bank.  Nathan  bets  Sky  that 
he  cannot  get  a date  with  Salva- 
tion Army  Sargent  Sarah  Brown, 
so  the  chase  is  on!  Meanwhile, 
Nathan  has  his  own  challenges:  he 
cannot  find  a location  for  his 
“oldest  established,  permanent, 
floating  crap  game  in  New  York” 
and  he  has  been  engaged  for 
fourteen  years  to  the  same 
woman,  the  incomparable  Miss 
Adelaide.  He  loves  gambling  and 
his  fiancee,  but  his  efforts  to  stay 
out  of  jail  push  him  toward  the 
altar  he  has  tried  even  harder  to 
avoid. 

Much  of  the  humor  of  this 
musical  is  based  on  the  stereo- 
types that  one  sex  has  of  its 
opposite.  Of  course,  such  mis- 
guided stereotypes  run  rampant  in 
our  culture  and  high  school 
campuses  are  certainly  no  excep- 
tion. Runyon’s  broadly  drawn 
characters  and  the  fixes  they  find 
themselves  in  create  a fun-house 
mirror  for  our  own  misconcep- 
tions and  amorous  mistakes.  Love 
is,  after  all,  always  a crapshoot. 

The  original  Broadway 
production  opened  on  November 
24,  1950,  and  ran  for  1,200 
performances  (one  of  the  longest- 
running  hits  in  history,  especially 
at  that  time).  When  it  was  revived 
on  Broadway  in  1992  (over  forty

But  Tom  Owen  still 
had  it  in  him  to  lead 
us  to  a few  grand 
victories  before  he 
left  in  1992,  and 
sadly  passed  away 
just  one  year  later. 

The  1998  MBA  football 
team  started  off  strongly  this 


season  by  handily  defeating 
Clinton  High  School  34-0,  and 
defeating  the  defending  two- 
time  state  champion  Pearl 
Cohn  Firebirds  27-14.  Al- 
though the  Big  Red  led  by  only 
a field  goal  at  the  half  of  the 
Clinton  game,  the  offense 
started  clicking  after  the 
intermission.  Five  different 
Big  Red  players  scored  touch- 
downs including  Jay  Davis, 
who  reeled  in  a forty-eight 
yard  pass  from  senior  quarter- 
back John  Thompson.  High- 
lights from  the  Pearl  Cohn 
game  included  three  touch- 
downs by  Jonas  Rodriguez  as 
well  as  a three-yard  touchdown 
pass  from  John  Thompson  to 
junior  wide  receiver  Barton 
Simmons.
